others just now to know what the ‘‘proba- 
bilities” are for the next two or three 
months. Thcso I shall giye just as I find 
them in my own private note book, and 
under the heading of “Impressions of the 
Weather,” written oyer the same date as 
that which I predicted the late “relapse of 
the weather with snow and Hurries.” 
My 
impression is that the present wet turn 
will continue close upon the middle of 
June with, on the whole, cool weather, 
but occasionally a couple or more days ot 
sultry heat. The latter part of June will 
be intensely warm, with but little rain. 
July will enter with intense heat, and will 
continue up to tho neighborhood of the 
15ih. 
After this date a cool and cold 
change will set in, with, very probably, 
frosts at night. Heat agaiu during the last 
lew days of the month. August will also 
enter exceedingly hot aud dry, and con­ 
tinue so up to about the middle of the 
month, alter which cool weather, with 
frosts at night, and northwest gales may 
be expected for a large portion ot the re­ 
mainder of the month. This will end the 
dry term. 
September will probably commence and 
continue wet, and so will October, and it is 
my firm belief that there will be a consid­ 
erable and very early snow fall during this 
latter month. This snow, however, will, 
of course, rapidly disappear, and will be 
followed by a brief period of summering 
weather again. 
November is not yet clear to me, and I 
shall defer sketching its behavior until a 
later period. Bat at present I hold forth 
as almost certain a wet autumn, lasting in 
all probability through September, Octo­ 
ber, and November. In fine the whole 
summer will be exceedingly short, with 
sudden changes from intense burning-up 
heat to cool and even cold weather.

The souud which it produces re­ 
sembles more the tones of a ventriloquist 
than the natural voice of the'person who 
first uttered the words.

“There has been but little change in the mar­ 
ket since our circular of May 15th. Trade con 
Unties quiet without omen further weakening in 
prices. Dealers seem disposed to close out old 
slock at some concession, hut buyers pretor ti* 
await the arrival of new wools, the purchase of 
which is hardly as yet fairly under way in the 
central and eastern wool-growing district a. There 
is at present one fact to be particularly consider­ 
ed which is the large proportion ot the machinery 
of the country now lying idle, occasioned either 
by the bankruptcy of its owners or more gener­ 
ally by their desire to avoid bankruptcy, which 
is a mere matter of time it they continue to man­ 
ufacture for a market which seems unable to re­ 
lieve itseli of over supply even at the unprofita 
Me and continually falling prices now ruling for 
manulaetured goods. As ti is impossible to sum 
clernly augment the demand for dry goods at 
present, the curtailment of supply by the tempo­ 
rary stoppage of machinery is certainly the true 
remedy for the disorder, and, although this more 
than any other cause has occasioned the present 
low prices for raw material, yet it must eventu­ 
ate In ultimate benefit to all in the establish­ 
ment of a healthy market for wool on a sound ba­ 
sis. 
The small lots of wool which have thus far ar 
rived here have been readily sold t» meet imme­ 
diate requirements, and, while there is certainly 
nothing in the present situation to justify the 
anxiety to compete strongly in buying wnich has 
already been apparent in some suctions, yet if 
shippers can purchase ihe clip of i he growers at 
figures which will give them a lair margin of 
profit at our present quota1 ions we believe it 
will prove a safe reason for operators anti that 
the tendency between this and auotber clip will 
be on Die side of improvement. Hales of domes­ 
tic wools for the month foot up stoat 1,000,000 
IKJuads, and the receipts are stated at LON),OX) 
pounds.”
